Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 2, filed 6/21/10, with respect to the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 7 and 9-12 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a pacemaker having a cardiac signal 
detector, arrhythmia detector, impedance measuring unit and a controller, where the 
controller is configured to determine atrial distention of the atrium from atrial impedance 
measurements when an atrial arrhythmia is detected, in combination with the other 
elements in the claims.
